Under tho free sys'em tho ex- 
penses are met from tbe general rev- 
enue, towardd which ovory one cons 
tributes someihing, whether he has 
children requiring to bo educated or 
not, — the man of family in a greater 
proportion, of course, than the single man; 
but when the CuBtomMhouse has been 
satisfied be is not called on to pay for 
tho education of bis children. As a 
tax^puyer be secures that as a right 
which should not bo lightly valued. 
The free method baa worked well, we 
maintain, on the Island, so far as tho 
means at tbe disposal of tbe Board oi 
Education', reaobed. If the Govern- 
ment saw fit to curtail the grants, and 
impair the neefulncss of the Bystem, it 
was no fault of tho system or of those 
who were entrusted wi:h tbe duty ot 
carrying it out. Wo regret this Gov- 
ernment has thonght proper to send 
down tbo School Bill ; but we regret 
still more to find membors who ore 
supposed to represent ibo popular feel- 
iug on every question, announcing 
their intention of voting for the abo^ 
iition of Free Schools.

Ho bad only to point 
out the fact that the Cemetury was now 
in a settled part of the city, and alihoui^h 
it was DOW in a more saiistactory condi- 
tion than it was a few weeks ago, it was 
Btill prejudical to health.

Leave granted and bill read a first 
time. Second reading on Monday next.

Seoond reading for Monday next. 

BLECTKD UEMBKRS. 

Hon HuQipbreys asked whether it is the 
intention of the Goveinmont to iotro»iaoe a 
measure in, aeootdaooeT'Wltb the intimation 
in the opening epeecb. to enable the people 
ta elect nine repreaeotatiTei without being 
Bubjeot to the ooncurrence of tho Goveroor, 
or not. 

Hon Traich — The impression formed in 
relation to anotber motion of a similar 
character waa that it was not courteous to 
atk the Governq; qaaationa in relation to 
angeeitions in the opening speeob. 

Hon Humphreys — Bo long as he was a 
member oi that House, or in any otbor posi' 
tioo.ba wonld never do anything that would 
be dierespectful to ths Governor; be had no 
mob iotBotion. 

Hon Young would bring the qaeilion be- 
fore the notice of bis EscalJanoy and it 
would donbtieas receive every attention. The 
motion was then withdrawn. 

UBSSAaB NO. 9. 

His Exoelleuoy laid before tbe Conccil an 
Ordinance to ragalata tho Snprema Courts 
of British Columbia. It was read a first 
time. 

The motion of the hon Mr Drake In rela- 
tion lo the Supreme Courts was postponed.

There are notloBS in the windows of t'.ioeo 
bulldiags— ' This House to J.-.t, enquire,' etc; 
and woe to tbe poor families who muj take 
«belterin them. He was no alarmist; but 
a preventive is better and certainfy easier 
than a cure. He tberelore would vote fur 
the BO'oalled ' arbitrary powera' intbiabill.

Alaska LionTnocsBS. — It has been re- 
commended by tbe IJ 8 Ligliibouoo Board that 
six ilgbihooses should be erected in tho Ter" 
ritory of Alaska, to be placed as follows:— 
On Tltakori Book, Siika Soaod, a light of 
tho seopti^o^er j op^'|ha; ifland brMoch- 
nati, a l)pr*bf tHe'*fifiForder.'^ rbeBe.aro 
inner lights and aids to DBVigation in ap- 
proaofaiog Xew Arobangel. As aids to navn 
igation necessary for the approaches to the 
harbor of St Paul, Kodiak Island, there 
should he a light 3n 5r.j; Island, and one on 
Near Island, and also a small barber light on 
tbe high ridge at the northern end of Rocky 
Island, abreast of tbe town, Aa aids to nav- 
igatipo for Unalaaka Bay, on the north side 
of the Island cf the same name, a light 
should be placed on a bold, high ialaod called 
Ahmakook, whioh lies about half way inside 
the cntranoe to the harbor. These are tbe 
points suggested by Mr Davidsoii, who bad 
charge of the oOast survey party engaged in 
making the geographical reoonnoiasanca of 
Alaska, shortly after its purchase by the 
United States from tbe Russian Governmeat.

Drt Davie aud the JVIetcliosiu Road. 

Victoria, Fob. 6th, 1869. 

Editor Britisu Oot-oni&t : — In tho 
"oorrectod paragraph," and as roport- 
od it wa9 muob more misobiovous, of 
Dr Davie's spoeoh I road in to-day's 
issue — 'Tho settlors aro to a great ox- 
toiit without cash, bocatiso tho roads 
aro in such a state as to forbid thoir 
markoting their produce. I refer 
especially to Meteho'/iD, Oowiobaa and 
North and Sonlti Saanioh.' 

I do not know tho source of the 
bon Dr's inspiration aa regards tlie 
MotchoEin road, or tho caoao of the 
anirnus he appears to display against 
this part of tbe oonntry, for this 
is now bis secoad attack on tbe Metcho" 
sin District in the article of roads. 
Bat to correct what is evidently a par^ 
tial Btatoment, I can inform tho hon 
morabor for tho Country Districts that 
last year, 1868, thero was expended on 
the ilotohosin road proper, 231 days 
statute labor — the labor of two years — 
HO vary iitiie hiid been eraployod tho 
previous year, and 8130 cash. 

On the road at the boundary of the 
two diatriots^ E^quimalt and Metobosin 
say one mile each way. abont 100 day's 
statute labour was ezpendod and $55 
60 cash. (I say abont 100 days, lor 
tho full roturns havo not boon mado 
op), making a total, if turned into 
money, oxponded almost cxcluaivoly 
on tho Motchosin road, under specifi- 
cation, 

331 days, @$i 50 8496 50 

Cash 185 50 

Total 8682 00 

and well expended at th^t, a portion 
having been under tbe charge of a 
practical road-maker. Tbe lietchosin 
road is nearer 9 miles ibaa 20 in 
length. 

There is but one place that can at 
all support the hon Dr's animadvor- 
sions, and that, uafortaoately, was 
dono at so late a peribd of the year, 
tho statute labor giving out at tho 
sarao time, that it was not gravelled 
over sftor having boon graded. But 
in this place a diflforonoo of at least 4 
to 5 foot in grading and lovoUiug was 
made. Several of the worst places on 
tho road wore graded, acolivitios being 
Cot away aud hollows filled in, and one 
important bridge entirely rebuilt and 
raised 5 foot. In 1867, tbe Bilston 
bridge, 18G foet long, was entirely 
stripped and re-coverod 

It is a pity that the Metobosin settlers, 
who are by no means wanting in will or 
ability to help themaelvos — it is a piiy that 
ihoy had not the vi(,'oroua though unfair 
advocacy of tho hon Dr some two years ago 
whoa the roads were renlly impassable in 
places except to draught .cattle of thu 
Barclay & Perkins type 

1 appeal to tbo boo senior msmber for 
Victoria ciiy lo substantiate what I have 
Biiid, for ho has travelled tho road, and 
uitioe taken tho opportunity of gouing a 
Rovernmont grant cf $200 towards a piece ot 
the road wliiob requires to bo formod now 
on this side of Podder Inlut. 

Tbe hoo member for tho districts had nut 
thought of this way of expressing sympathy 
fur tbe Metobosin settlers. 

I intonJcd hare terminating this letter, 
but my infsotion has been called more than 
ODoe to an assertion by another hon mc[nt)or, 
repotted on 23rd January, that tho ' Road 
Act in VanoODver Island was tbe mo:>t ob 
turd Act ever passed." Thig, though ol 
coarie very childish, from a government 
olEcial I consider pretty stroojj ; hut it was 
lolloped up by the extraordinary assertion: 
■ He koet/ of ono lluad Commiasioncr who 
had epant on bia own farm all that bad been 
appropriated for one district.' I do not quiti- 
know what is bore meant by ' appropriatod,' 
but the gullibility of tbe bon member must bo 
extreme if ho realty believes suoh a siatc- 
inent, [laving been connected nitb the 
Ruad GommisdiooB for three years, I on 
only say that such a ease bat never oome to 
my knowledge.

A Freucli I<]ditor iu Prison. 

.M. Diicitssc, of the Afcnir Xalional, of Paris, 
was ono ol the editors sent to prison on ac? 
count of tho UiiiidiD affair, He describes bis 
experiences in Glichy : 

On the 3d inataut, at lialf-past three ia tlic 
afternoon, I went up tho Hue Ulanche, accom- 
panied by two fricode. As wo approached thi 
Boulevarl du Olicby, we psroeived a swarm of 
policemen running in all directions. Knowing 
the manner in which those agents of the pub'- 
lie peace aro accustoinod to act, we tboui!;ht it 
would be prudent to turn back. I had scarcely 
made a couple of ateps, when I heard some 
ono shout behind me, ''Monsieur Duoasse, 
come on!". 

I turned around anil saw a sini3ter>looking 
IPBrouii iioiirtui,; mo vut to two i>ali<-.emen . w.ho 
were running down on mo. 1 waa very careinl 
not to resist, knowing full well that the 
slightest sign of opposition on niy pirt would 
be construed into the crime of rebellion; I 
therefore allowed myself to be taken into cus- 
tody. Tho man who caused me to bo arrested 
cried out, laughing, " M. Ducasse, you aro 
going away from the cemetery; we will show 
you tho way." I was then roughly lod olT to 
the Moatmarto Oemetery, I was Grst of all 
put Into a kind of shed, wbera there was a 
posse of policemen. At every moment some 
fresh " prisoner" arrived. 

After a lapao of two hoars I waa taken 
before an ofliciulclooking gentloman, who, f 
was lold was the commissaire de police, and 
wlio inquired the causa of my a'rest. Tbe 
policeman, who bad taken me into custody, 
replied that I had been signalled out to him 
by un politique — that is lo say, by one of the 
agents of M. Ligrange (head of the detective 
police). The commissaire, who nl onco saw 
tl e weakness of tbo motive ol arrest, added 
that 1 had bceu walking on tbe boulevarJ 
more than two hours, and that I bed refused 
to move on when told. After this each one 
who had been questioned was put in tbo 
middle of the policemen, and marched ofl be- 
tween n double row of tho same gentlemen 
to Iho Clicby Prison. 

At nine. o'clock wo were put in couples 
into cells, where one man alone could turn 
about with dllDiulty. From there wo wore 
transportod to the depot of the Prefecture 
of tho Police, where we were placed, fifty- 
four in all. iu a damp room, and made to sleep 
on damp beds previously nccopiod by thieves 
and vogabondff. In half an hour wo were 
covorcd wjlb vermin. In this position we 
passed two days and three nights, ot tho ex 
piraiion of which limo we wore conduclcd in 
prison vans to Mayas. Three days alter, at 
tho end of a second questioning, I was set 
at liberty. We were auarohod ueveral times 
— at Montmartro. at tho I'r feoture, and at 
Mayas ; ond our hoods were tied whon we 
were led to oxaininmion. During the whole 
ol tho 8 h, at tho Palais do Justice, we rc. 
inaincd in a lelid room, with only one little 
form, and a stove nearly red hot. At Mayas, 
we bad to put on the prison dross, while our 
own clothes underwent tho prooess of fuaii- 
g.ition. The policeman who took mo into 
(MiBiody does not romember tho name of ibe 
man who told him lo arr'jHt, me. If ever 1 
ciinie acrijHH liirn I sliall prosecute him before 
every posniblo juriitdiolion.
